It (| in the most frequent use of any other fac- 
ulty with which our nature i« endowed. When- 
ever we exorebe the organ* ol speech, whether 
in conver-taiinn, reading, or public speaking, 
we employ sonic ot our powers of elocution. 
Throughout all tha diversities of rank and sex, 
including kings and beggar.-, all individuals bo- 
gin to practice it, the second, if not the first 
year of their existence. It is but another word 
li>r the faculty of speech, — a faculty which ele- 
vates Rian above the brute creation, and which 
should not he permitted to 

''rust out unused," 

and un : mproved. That the reading or speaking 
voice, ns well as the singing voice, is susccpti- 
hie ofalrnnat nn unlimited degree of cultivation, 
is a truth, with n conviction of which, men have 
hi en deeply impressed, in nil ages of I be world. 
Especially is this true of the citizens of (irecce 
and Home. They paid great attention to the 
art of rhujuvner, os it was called in ancient 
times; now. tfrMVf ion ; which is ••the rose by 
another name;" and we learn from hi-tory. thit 
their labors were it-warded with beneficial re- 
sults. 

Parsing over in silence, other great and im- ' 
mortal names, lei us direct our attention lor a 
moment, to Demosthenes, f*icero, and Pericles. 
Nature did not very liberally provide Dunns 
llicnrs with power ol speech. He. however, 
po sflawed gctiha m an eminent degree. And 
yel, wiihont imliuiry, bis name would have 
"mouldered in oblivion " By DOdying perse- 
verance in 1 Vie pursuit of oratory, ami by unre- 
mitting attention to the principles upon which 
gind speaking is founded ; he acquired anelo.

Cicero, by close application, reading, and de- 
claiming, rendered his voice so meloilions, now- 
BtM, and thrilling, that it hushed the Roman 
Senate into silence, and made "great Cresor" 
himself tremble on bis seat. Pericles mi suc- 
cessfully cultivated tbo noble ait of elocution, 
that with him, manner was almost matter. An 
incident is related in history, which may serve 
to give us an idea oflbe power ol his eloquence. 
ThucidkW, although on enemy to Pericles, 
whetl a.-ked u/.iWi was I lie best wrestler, an- 
swered: "Whenever I have given him a fall, 
he affirms the contrary, in such strong and for- 
cible terms, that be pursmide* all the tpgot*> 
torsthot I did not Ih row iii i * . though they litem- 
s' Ives saw him on the ground." Those three 
renowned orators adopted in early life, the ex- 
celled motto, that "nothing is given to monati 

without indefatigable labor." Discarding Hie 
absurd not em, that the (JimIs made oritur*, or 
that they Wore born so, they acted upon the 
true principle, that however much or little lia- 
lure had d.me tor them, they would rely exclu- 
sively and entirely upqtl their own e.vrtions. 
The docility of De.uo-ihenes, Ciccru, and Peri- 
cles, through life, and the cure and MCQeta with 
which they cultivated the science of spi-oking 
well, nffiird examples worthy of universal imi- 
tation, from the President of the Cuited Slates, 
uieniU-rs ot congress, and of Stale leg^latures, 
lawyers, cleigymen, OOgduOtOraof literary in- 
slum, oiis, and other gentlemen ol public con-

and a circumflex, elsewhere. Dr. Goldsmith 
says, that "to feel our sub|ecl titoroughlf, Ittd 
tospenk without fear are the only rules of elo- 
quence." It isL-erlnin, that n. order to he ebf 
quent, wo miisl surrender ourselves to the s|.i- 
rit which slirs within us.and the "mouth" must 
speak "fromlheahundance of the heart." Being 
perfectly satisfied with MATtmr.'s sparrm rif elo- 
culion, the author has not presumed to lay down 
j a series o«" artificial rule* in tha shape, either 
of marks of inflection or rhetorical notation, in 
Hie vain hope of attempiine to makr a bt tier. 
Those extranrdiiiary endowments of inie||ecl, 
| of imagination, and of sensibility, which are de- 
rived from nature, and without which, prr-cmi- 
iiene.Mu oratory is tinattaiainable.are p.w-. s-d 
by few men in any age or country- Hut all 
may learn to read and speak correctly itrf im- 
pressively, by becoming familiar with Hie ele- 
men'ary sonmlsofonr language, and the other 
importanl principles of elocution, and hy en- 
gaging m practical elocutioinry exerciseB. 

It is gratifying to know, that elocution is be- 
ginning to .secures portion of attention, corres- 
ponding, in some degree, with its importance. 
I But still it is too much neglected, not only by 
community generally, but even by public speak- 
ers and teachers ol youth. There are, as yet, 
few or no distinct professorships id' elocution in 
our literary institutions. The bishop ofCh.yiie 
says, "that probably bail the learning of Ho se 
kingdoms is lost, for want ol having a proper 
delivery taught in the schools and college*." Is
